THE MORMONS. 


1 Delegation Call on the 
President in Washington. 


CLEVELAND DOES NOT COMMIT HIMSELF. 


Full Text ot the Protest—They Claim They 
Are Abused and Persecuted by a 
Merciless Crusade. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 
Wasnmarox, May 13.—Congressional 
Delegate John T. Caine of Utah, John W. 
Tayor, son of the President of the Mor- 
mon Church, and John Q. Cannon, who 
composed the delegation sent by the Mor- 
mon Ohurch to lay before the President a 
statement of the grievances of the Mor- 
mons and present the address recently 
adopted by a mass meeting of Mormons 
against the action of Federal officials, 
called by appointment at the Executive 
‘Mansion this morning and were received 
by the President in the library. As the 
delegation entered the President was 


‘and shook hands with Mr. Caine, and was 
then introduced to Mr. Taylor and Mr. 
Cannon. Mr. Caine then read 
the address to the President, who 
remained standing during the interview. 
The President listened courteously and 
attentively to the address, and upon its 
conclusion said: 

„Well, gentlemen, so far, of course, as 


the Edmunds law is concerned, I had 


nothing to do with that. Of eourse it is 
my duty to see that it is enforced, as well 
as all other laws. You are entitled to 


fair consideration and to have the law 


impartially administered, as you ask, and 
80 far as any appointment, which I shall 
make are concerned I will endeavor to 
give you the character of men who will 
see that the law is impartially adminis- 
tered. I hope soon to be able to get at 
these matters, but it will require a little 
time.“ The President's face broke into a 
smile as he concluded: I wish you out 
there could be like the rest of us.’ : 

„All we ask,“ rejoined Mr. Caine, is 
that the law shall be impartially adminis- 
tered.’’ 

“You are entitled to that,“ said the 
President, and so far as I am concerned 
I shall see that it is done. I will give 
these matters my attention as carefully 
as ible.“ 

Another delegation entered at this 
time, and the Mormons saluted the Presi- 
dent and withdrew. 

: THE ADDRESS. 
The following is the address presented 


Mr. PRESID ENT: The Latter Day Saints 
assembled in General Conference at 
Logan, Utah, on the sixth day of April, 
1885, appointed a committee to draft a 
specific statement of the wrongs they 
have suffered and are still suffering from 
the tyrannical conduct of Federal officials. 
The committee thus created submitted 
the result of its labors to the Mormon peo- 
ple gathered in mass meeting in the several 
counties of that Territory on the 2d of Muy, 
1885. The people, of their own free will, 
unauimously and enthusiastically ratified 
this declaration of grievances and protest, 
and the undersigned were delegated to 
come here and formally deliver the same 
to you. . In the performance of this duty 
we beg leave to assure you that this docu- 
ment voices the unified expression of the 
whole Mormon people. It is not a mere 
dictum of the church authorities. The 
first presidency of the church had nothing 
Whatever to do with the pre- 
paration or ratification of this de- 
claration of the people's grievances, 
and their protest of wrongs inflicted upon 
them. The people wanted to have formu- 
lated the facts of. their faith, such as are 
made the cause of complaint against them, 
and also statements of the acts of men 
who have beeu sent by the General Gov- 
ernment to rule over them. This has 
been done, and the people approved 
thereof, and made the act and deed their 
own. In the exercise of the right guar- 
anteed to them by the Constitution of the 
United States, nearly 200,000 citizens ap- 

al to their fellow-citizens for a fair hear- 
ing, and petition you for redress of their 
grievances. 

THEIR PEOPLE LAW-ABIDING. 

The Mormon people have been patient 
forbearing and long-suffering. They hav 
not been, they are not, and they will not 
be disloyal or law-defying. They have 
within the law steadfastly resisted what 
they believed to be an unjust enactment, 
but they have not resisted, and will not 
resist, judgments of the courts. They 
maintain, however, that they ought 
not to be made victims of special 
legislation enacted under general 
laws. The act of Congress punishing by 
fine and imprisonment unlawful cobabita- 
tion is unquestionably a general law, ap- 
plying slike to all inhabitants of the ter- 
ritory over which the United States claim 
exclusive jurisdiction. It must have been 
intended to suppress vice and immorality, 
as wellas to punish the Mormons who 
maintained marital relations with their 

lural wives, but the prosecuting officers 
in Utah have declared this law was not 
made to be applied to non-Mormons and 
the courts have held this to be 
and rightful . interpretation 
of the unlawful cohabitation act. 
They have, moreover, held that 
Mormons, who have maintained the off- 
spring of their plural marriages and 
recognized as their wives women they 
espoused before the passage of the Ed- 
munds law, were guilty of its. violation, 
and upon this ruling men have been con- 
demned and sentenced, and are now un- 
dergoing punishment, although they were 
ready and offered to prove that they had 
not ‘‘cohabited with more than one 
woman.” Recently a man who con- 


sister was arrested upon the charge 
of unlawful cohabitation, but was, upon 
habeas corpus proceedings, released 
and set free by the Chief Justice of the 
Territory, who held that the Edmunds 
law was not intended to and did not apply 
such cases. It is probably needless to add 
that the accused in this case was not a 
Mormon. The Mormor people do not ask 
that you shall even ‘“‘subvert one law to 
your authority” in order to doa great right 
tothem. They will endure vastly more 
than the public conscience would expect 
of any people, but they insist that they 
have the andoubted right to do that by 
laws tha. should be impartially. admiuis- 
tered; that the men who administer them 
should be fair, upright, unbiased and im- 
partial; that executive and administra- 
tive officers sent thither by the Federal 
government should be honest, and confine 
themselves to the performance of their 
legal duties, and not become allies of an 
unscrupulous coterie. whose sole object is 
to plunder Mormons of their property 
and their liberty. The Mormon people 
are charitable, and are not prompt to 
speak even evil of those who dispitefully 
use and persecute them. The merci- 
less crusade which has been waged 
against them for many years they 
believe to be directed at their religion. 
They know that the faith which they pro- 
fess and practice is unpopular, but they 
know also that in this respect they are but 
enduring that which has been the com- 
mon lot of the true believers in every age 
of the world. They believe it as true as 
it was of those whom the Son of Man 
spoke more than eighteen hundred years 
ago, And ye shall be hated

Their abiding faith in an over-ruling 
providence makes them confident of sn 
ultimate triumph of their cause. They 
feel and know that their religion is of 
God, and that the wicked and ungodly 
willgtrive against it in vain. 
THEY APPEAL FOR JUSTICE. 


We are not here, Mr. President, to 


ask favors at your hands. Those who 


don’t ask you to stand between them and 
the law, but they do insist the law ought 
to be administered with equal exactness 
regardless of race prejudice or religious 
antipathies. They recognize the fact 
that it is your duty to see that the laws 
enacted by Congress are faithfully 
executed, but they maintain that faithful 
execution in this instance means perfect 
equality before the law of Mormon: and 
non-Mormons.

Lonpon, May 13.— The consolidated 
fund bill (the £55,000,000 credit) passed 
its third reading in the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon. 

Lonpon, May 13.—Oondie Stephen, 
bearer of dispatches from Sir Peter Lums- 
den to the government, says the British 
commission started for Tripul directly 
after the Penjdeh battle, but on reaching 
the Paropamisus mountains a terriffic 
snow storm rendered their progress slow.

RUM RAISES A lor. 


A Mob in Possession of Trafalgar 
Square, London. 

Lonpon, May 13. —A riot occurred this 
afternoon between a mob aud the police 
for possession of the Nelson monument in 
Trafalgar Square. About 10,000 men had 
assembled in the square to make a demon- 
stration against the government’s bud- 
get proposals to increase the duty on spir- 
its and beer. The crowd was very un- 
ruly, a large proportion of it consisting 
of an element in search of sport. The 
police found themselves unable to main- 


ta in order, and the pressure on the speak- 
ers and resolution readers compelled 
them to mount the pedestal of the Nelson 
monument, when, from this eminence, the 
speeches were resumed. They were ren- 
dered inaudible to the audience addressed 
by the uproar among the roysterers. The 
police intervened to secure silence for the 


orators, and then a great struggle 
ensued between the mob and po- 
lice for ession of the monument. 


The row lasted over an hour and tho 
promoters of the meeting and police were 

finally forced to retire, leaving the crowd 

singing in triumph Rule, Brittania.“ 

Soon after the mob had compelléd the 
speakers to leave, it surged down to the 

front of the National Club, which fronts 
Trafalgar Square. Every person noticed 
entering or leaving the club building was 

mobbed. The attitude of the crowd was 
so menacing that the club doors were 
closed and a messenger dispatched to 
Scotland Yard for additional police. At 

9 o’clock the rioters were still in full pos- 

session of Trafalgar Square, and North- 

umberland avenue was also occupied by a 

mob of many thousands. The police by 
this time had been largely reinforced and 

had charged a number of times upon the 

mob and had made several arrests. |

Speculative Markets and the Crops. 
New York, May 13.—The Commercial 
Bulletin says: The speculative markets 
here have about ceased to be directly in- 
fluenced by the Anglo-Russian contention. 
Wheat and corn are largely affected by 
western dispatches concerning winter 
wheat, which for the moment is nothing, 
if not bearish on the crop. The Shipping 
List’s market review says: Wheat has 
been under the influence of crop reports, 
and it is now generally admitted that the 
yield of winter wheat east of the Rocky 
Mountains this year will be 100,000,000 to 
125,000,000 bushels less than in 1883. It 
is too early to make any calculations as to 
spring wheat or other small grains grown 
in the more northern States and Terri- 
tories. All-that is uow certain is that the 
acreage of spring wheat is less than it was 
last year, and that the weather thus far 
has been particularly unfavorable for 
the growth of the crop planted.”’ 

Cuicaco, May 13.—The McCormick 
Reaper Company has received answers 
from four hundred of its 1400 corres- 
pondents in winter wheat States. It esti- 
mates, if the ratio thus far is maintained, 
the reports will show a falling off of 10 per 
cent. in the condition of winter wheat 
compared with the. estimate for April, 
which put the crop at 65 per cent. ofa 
full yield, with a decrease of 20 per cent. 
n the acreage sown. 

Rocuester, N. I., May 13.—The Amer- 
ican Rural Home, of this city, has infor- 
mation from all over the country that 
winter wheat will be 62 per cent. of a full 
crop, as against 88 per cent. last year.

WORKS CARRIED AT POINT OF BAYONET 


Riel’s Threats—The Story of the Flight 
2 List of the Killed and 
Wounded. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 

IO, May 13.—The following was 
received here to-day: Batouche, May 12, 
via Olark's Crossing.—Batouche has fal- 
len. The rebels have fled, being driven 
from their rifle pita and ambush at the 
point of the bayonet. The charge was 
gallantly made by the Grenadiers. Riel 
senta messenger to General Middleton 
early in the day, saying: If you persist 
in firing upon the houses containing our 


women and children, we will massacre 
the prisoners in our hands.’’ General 
Middleton, in reply, told bim to gather 
his women and children into one house 
and it would not be fired upon. Later 
Riel sent an answer thanking Middleton 
for his humane promise to save the women 
and children, but afterwards, as a general 
attack was just being made, he sent an- 
other message saying that he did not like 
war, but unless the troops retired the 
original intention of massacreing the 
prisoners would be adhered to, but it 
came too late. The charge had already 
commenced, and in a few minutes the 
rebels were scattered and the prisoners 


rescued. 

The following is a list of the killed: 

Captain John French, scout; Lieutenant 
Fitcht, Royal Grenadiers; Captain Browne, 
Bouldou’s Troop; W. H. —— Sur- 
veyor Corps; Private Frazer, Ninetieth 
Regiment; Private Hardisty, Ninetieth 
Regiment. Wounded: Captain Gilleis, 
Private Young, Sergeant-Major Watson 
and Sergeant Jacques of the Ninetieth, ali 
slightly; Lieutenant Hollenwell, Corporal 
Hollenwell, Privates Quigly and Barton 
of the Midland Battalion, Major Dawson, 
Lieutenaat Laidlar, Privates Quigley, 
Cook, Vaughan, Barber, and Marshall of 
the Grenadiers more seriously. Father 
Moultin was found in his house at Batuche 
wounded, it is believed, by the rebels, but 
not seriously. The following are the 
prisoners rescued from the rebels: Lusch, 
Peter and William mpkins, McKenna, 
Astley, Ross, and MeConuell. 
Ortawa, Ont., May 13.—In the House 
this afternoon Hon. Mr. Caron read the 
following official dispatch from Middle- 
on: 


BatoucHe Hovuse, May 11, via Clark’s 
Crossing, May 12.—Hon. A. P. Caron, 
Ottawa: Have just made a general at- 
tack and carried the whole settlement. 
The men behaved splendidly, The rebels 
are in full flight. Sorry to say have not 
got Riel. While I was reconnoitering 
this morning Wm. Ashley, one of the 
prisoners, galloped up with a flag of truce 
and handed mè a letter from Riel, saying, 
If you massacre our families, I shall 
massacre prisoners. I sent answer that 
if he would put his women and children 


in one place and let me know 
where it was no shot should be 
fired on them. 1 then returned 


to camp and pushed on my advance par- 
ties, who were heavily fired on. 80 
pressed on until I saw my chance and or- 
dered a general advance. The men re- 
sponded finely, led by taeir officers and 
Colonel Straubenze. They drove the 
enemy out of their rifle pits and forced 
their way across the plain and seized the 
houses, and we are now masters of the 
place and most of my force will bivouac 
there. Right in the heat of the action, 
Mr. Ashley came back with ancther mis- 
sive from Riel, as follows: ‘‘General—Your 
prompt answer to my note shows that I 
was right in mentioning the cause of hu- 
manity. We will gather our families in 
one place, and as soon as it is done I will 
let you know. I am, etc., (signed) Louis 
David Riel.“ On the envelope he 
had written as follows: “I do not 
like war, and if you don’t retreat and re- 
fuse an interview, the question remains 
the same concerning the prisoners.“ Our 
loss, Lam afraid, is heavy, but not so 
heavy as might be expected. As yet I 
find itis five killed and ten wounded. 
The killed are Captain French, com- 

ding scouts; Lieutenant Fitch, Tenth 
rrenadiers; Captain Brown, Boulton’s 
scouts; I. W. Kippen, surveyor’s scouts, 
and Private Wheeler, of -the Ninetieth 
Battalion. The wounded are Lieuten- 
ant Gordon, surveyor’s scouts; Lieuten- 


Dawson, Tenth Grenadiers, all slightly; 
Sergeant Major Watson, Ninetieth Bat- 
talion, slightly in ankle; Sergeant Jaks, 
Ninetieth Battalion, in hand; Private 
Young, Ninetieth Battalion, flesh wound 
in thigh; Private W. Cook, Tenth Gren- 
adiers, shot in arms; Bugler N. 
Gaughan, Tenth Grenadiers, shot in 
finger; Private C. Barber, slight wound 
in the head; Private J. W. Quimbey, flesh 
wound in arm; Private J. Marshall, Tenth 
Grenadiers, flesh wound in calf of leg; 
Private W. Wilson Tenth Grenadiers, 
slight wound across back; Private Bartol, 
Midland, seriously injured in thigh and 
groin; Corporal Helliwell, Midland, slightly 
wounded in the face and arm; Lieutenant 
Helliwell, Midland, hurt in shoulders. 
This is all I know at present. The pris- 
oners have all been released and are safe 
in my camp. Among them is Jackson, a 
white man who was Riel’s secretary, but 
who is now mad and rather dangerous.

I also beg to read another telegram I 
received shortly after, giving some in- 
formation with reference to the steamer 
Northcote: ‘‘The steamer Northcote and 
another are coming up the river with 
Company C of the School of Infantry and 
police, and will cut off the retreat of the 
rebels. The rebel loss is believed to be 
very severe, but is as yet unknown. The 
wounded half-breed brought in is Am- 
brose Jodin of Riel’s council.“ 

WINNIPEG, May 13,— News of the capture 
of Batouche by a. gallant bayonet charge 
was something of a surprise and also a 
cause of rejoicing to the people here, 
General Middleton was expected to pur- 
sue other tactics, ag indicated in previous 
dispatches. No details cf the successful 
attack on Batouche have been received, 
and the enemy’s loss is still a matter of 
conjecture. It is thought, however, that 
the rebels have been beaten so badly they 
will make no further stand in a body, but 
will very likely disperse’ through the 


western country in small bands, 
where they cannot be hunted down 
without great difficulty. Riel is 


expected to get away to Montana, as there 
are few obstacles in his way. In fact 
there is little to prevent him disguising 
himself, making his way to Qu’Appelle, 
and thence by railway to Winnipeg. He 
has plenty of sympathizing friends not 
very far from the city, who would gladly 
give him refuge. No prominent officers 
were killed at Batouche. Captain French, 
teader of scouts, was formerly an officer 
in the mounted police, and has lately 
been farming near Fort Qu' Appelle. 
General Grant Not So Well. 
New Lokk, May 13.—Between 10 and 
11 o’ciock last night a hypodermic in- 
jection, containing five drops of mor- 
phine, was administered to General 
Grant. This quantity of the opiate 
usually neutralizes the constant pain in 
the throat, so that the patient is able to 
sleep. This was not the case last night. 
The General during the day had talked 
too much with visitors, and his throat 
had swollen a little, and the pain was so 
intense that the usnal opiate did not pro- 
duce its usual result. The General found 
no sleep until 3 o’clock this morning. At 
that hour he slept and continued to do 
so with less wakefalness, until .between 8 
and 9 o’clock this morning. At 9 o’clock 
this morning he arose and dressed. An 
increased swelling of the throat is to-day 
noticeable, and in the words of Colonel 
Fred. Grant: Father is not so well this 
morning as he was yesterday morning.“

CAPTU RED. 


The Los Virgines Wie Murderer 
| in Jail. | 


DETAILS OF CRIME AND 


Coroner McFarland and Felipe A. Yorba the 
Captors—Evidence Developed at the 
Inquest—Piaying Insane. 


Yesterday’s Times published the ac- 
count of a wife-murder reported from 
Los Virgines, of which the details were 
secant. Full particulars are presented 
below. 
Tuesday evening, soon after the re- 

ceipt of the news, Coroner Andrew Mo- 
Farland started out in a wagon, accom- 
panied by Felipe A. Yorba, driver for 
Ponet & Orr. About ten o’clock they 
reached Celestine’s saloon, on the 
Encino rancho, some eighteen miles 
from the city. Here they were notified 
that Robles, the murderer, had been 
hanging around the place for some time, 


and was then hiding about the barn. Cor- 
oner McFarland decided at once to cap- 
ture the murderer, and Mr. Yorba was 
willin'. They searched the barn and at 
last Dr. McFarland climbed into the 
loft and found Robles secreted 
there, A leveled revolver kept 
Robles quiet until Yorba could tie him, 
and he was then brought into the 8a 
oon. While his captors were convers- 
ing there, Robles, whose hands were tied 
behind him, got hold of an iron bar. 
and sidled up to them wickedly. He 
was tumbled, however, and more se- 
curely fastened. Coroner McFarland 
went on to Los Virgines, while Mr. 
Yorba and a big Frenchman brought 
Robles to this city. The prisoner 
kicked considerably, but was fetched 
safely into camp; and about 4 a. m. 
was lodged in jail here. He is now 
trying the insane dodge; and yesterday 
gave Deputy Russell and others a sav- 
age tussle. 

Arriving at Los Virgines, Goroner 
McFarland found the murdered woman, 
and proceeded to hold an inquest, with 
the following jurors: Joseph Hunter, 8. 
Losveta, Martin Rocbes, D. M. Vejar, 
Jesus Velarde, Guadaloupe Carrilo, 
Francisco Feliz, B. Bottiller, Manuel Do- 
minguez, Antonio Tapia, Jesus Ga- 
lindo and Varbeza Ceverdo. 

M. Leonis sworn: Recognize the 
woman here dead as one I knew in life, 
though I didn’t know her name. Loreto 
Robles came to my house about 7 p. 
m. May llth. Seemed a little excited, 
and said he was mad with somebody. 
I asked him what was the matter with 
his finger, and he said he cut it while 
haying. We had dinner together, and 
then two or three glasses of wine. I 
asked what he had been doing, and he said 
he had killed bis wife. Asked him how, 
and he said with a rifle, one shot. 
Said he had no pistol. He took a book 
from his pocket and said I want you 
to recognize this book, because there is 
u point in it that God und you and I 
can judge it; and with that point in it 
I will get clear.’ He asked me to 
swear to help him get clear, and I 
assented. At that time he was acting 
as if he was insane, because he thought 
I would help him to get clear. He 
told me he’d go to a justice and 
give himself up. He was laugh 
ing afterwards, and I told 
him he was crazy. Told him I'd have 
to view the body before going with him. 
He went off two or three miles and 
returned. I sent him to Encino to get 
rid of him. I then went to his house, 
viewed the body, and found his state- 
ment to be true. My opinion was the 
man was not in his right mind when he 
committed the deed, or for four or five 
months past. He has been drinking 
hard for the last four or five months. 
He bore a good reputation. Had had a 
few drinks, but was not drunk when at 
my house. 

José Dominguez sworn: Recognize 
dead woman. Her-name was Loreta 
Romero, and her age about 30 years. 
Don’t know where she was born. I am 
a farmer in Los Virgines. A neighbor 
told me a murder had been committed, 
and we came to see. Called out and no 
one answered. We opened the door and 
looking in saw the body. Heard that 
Robles killed her. Don’t know whether 
he was insane or not. Had not seen 
him for some time. He sometimes 
drinks too much. 

Daniel Mendez sworn: Corroborate 
statements of preceding witnesses. 
Don't know whether Robles was insane. 
I saw blood on the ground and a little 
on the steps, and I found two dogs 
dead and another badly wounded. I 
went to the house about 6:30 p. m., 
May llth. Robles came to my house 
to borrow a horse, jumped on it bare- 
back and ran off, saying he was going 
to my father’s tor a saddle. I went to 
the saloon and found he hadn’t been 
there, and then to his house—as I 
wanted my horse and thought he had 
gone home. Didn’t tell me he had 
killed his wife. Seemed excited, and I 
feared he would run away with my 
horse.

José M. Leon sworn: I do not think 
Robles was insane. He bore a good 
reputation in the neighborhood, and 
never quarreled with his wife before, 
as I am aware of. I corroborate pre- 
ceding witnesses. 

M. Banning sworn: Corroborate pre- 
ceding evidenca. 

B. Saleja sworn: Recognize the body. 
Know Robles, but can’t say whether he 
is insane or not. Corroborate all that 
precedes. 

Loreto Robles, Sr., sworn: I am the 
father of Loreto Robles. I have two 
children. Don’t know what my father 
died of. My mother is still alive. 
Never was any insanity in my fumily. 
My son has seemed natural tome. He 
has not acted any different from child- 
hood up to the present time. Has al- 
ways been kind to me. He was not 
married to the woman he was living 
with, but has lived with her seven 
years. They never had any trouble in 
the family, She was a good and pure 
woman, so far as I know. Have not 
seen my son since the act was com- 
mitted. 

The verdict was that deceased, a na- 
tive of Mexico and thirty years of age, 
came to her death by reason of a gun- 
shot wound in the head, the gun being 
in the hands of and fired by her hus- 
band, Loreto Robles, Jr. : 

Coroner McFarland got back to this 
city about 7 p. m. yesterday, bringing 
the above information. He had with 
him a large bullet taken from the mur- 
dered woman. It seems that Robles 
shot his wife with an 1864 
Springfield musket, the first ball taking 
effect near her right knee and lodging, 
after-a circuitous course, in the hip. 
The direction taken would indicate that 
she was sitting down when first shot. 
She then seems to have turned to flee, 
when a second bullet struck the back of 
her head near the base of the brain, 
shattered her skull and went out 
through her chin, breaking both jaws, 
and of course killing her instantly.
